Fishery Talk 


Japanese side submitted the fol- 
lowing reply: 

“It is a known fact that the 
Soviet Union contends that its 
territorial waters extend 12 
miles off shore. However, in 
view of the fact that no « 
ment with regard to the limit 
of territorial waters was reach- 
ed at the International Confer- 
ence of Law of the Seas held in 
Geneva in 1958, the three-mile 
limit continues to rémain the 
principle recognized under inter- 
national law, and naturally, the 
extension of territorial waters 
beyond this limit cannot be con- 
sidered valid. 


“Furthermore, the position of 
the Japanese Government is 
that the measures which the 
Soviet Union seeks to adopt, 
even assuming that they are 
taken in territorial waters rec- 
ognized under international 
law, cannot be recognized as 
being valid. 


The note verbale further 
states that the Japanese Gov- 
ermment reserves all rights in 
connection with the seizure of 
Japanese fishing vessels, and 
is prepared to seek a settlement 
of this dispute through the 
International Court of Justice. 
And in order to prevent further 
seizures, it also requests the So- 
viet Government to study the 
Japanese proposal concerning 
fishing in the waters north of 
Hokkaido and to agree imme- 
diately to the opening «f nego- 
tiations. 


According to investigations 
by the Japanese Maritime Safety 
Agency, a total of 744 fishing 
vessels had been seized by the 
Soviets from the end of the 
war up to March 24 this year. 
Fishermen captured totaled 
6,502. Some 586 ships and 
6,424 fishermen were released. 


Of the 78 fishermen still in 
captivity, 11 have been confirm- 
ed as dead. This leaves 67 
fishermen still detained by the 
Soviets. Of the 158 ships still 
not returned, 13 have been con- 
firmed as sunk or greatly 
damaged, leaving 145 vessels 
still in the hands of the Soviets.

Tobata-W akamatsu 
Bridge Being Built 


KOKURA, Fukuoka Prefecture 
(Kyodo)—The start of con- 
struction of a large suspension 
bridge in the Northern Kyushu 
industrial area was marked 
with a ceremony yesterday in 
Wakamatsu witnessed by about 
1,500 persons. 

The Wakado Bridge, 2,068 
meters long, will link the in- 
dustrial fishing city of Tobata 
with the coaling port of Waka- 
matsu in Northern Kyushu, 

The bridge, largest in the 
Orient and 19th longest in the 
world, is patterned after the 
Walt Whitman Bridge in the 
United States. It is scheduled 
on completed by the fall of 


A spokesman for the Road 
Corporation said that the proj- 
ect would cost ¥5,100 million 
and require 19,000 tons of steel 
and 34,000 tons of cement. 

According to the spok 
the new toll bridge will have 
a meter driveway, two 3- 
meter sidewalks and four ele- 
vators at each end. 

He added that vessels of 15,- 
000-tons would be able to pass 
under the 42-meter-high bridge. 

At present, Tobata and Waka- 
matsu are connected by a ferry 
which takes 30 minutes to cross 
Kuki-no-Umi Bay.

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Court Orders 
Retrial of 
Mayor’s Case 


The Supreme Court yesterday 
ordered the Fukuoka Higher 
Court for the second time to re- 
try a case involving the validi- 
ty of an election. 

The case is concerned with 
the validity of the election of 
ratsu in Saga Prefecture in 1950. 
The prefectural election con- 
trol committee declared the 
election was void because the 
mayor had failed to resign as 
director of the Saga Prefectural 
Motor Boat Association after 
he was elected. 
The election control law bars 
public office holders from being 
engaged in any “contracting” 
business, The election control 
committee claimed that motor 
boat racing was in the category 
of contracting business. 
Kaneko took the case to the 
Fukuoka Higher Court and it 
ruled in 1957 that his election 
was valid since motor boat rac- 
ing should not be considered a 
contracting business. 
The election control commit- 
tee appealed and the Supreme 
Court ordered q retrial, declar- 
ing a misinterpretation of the 
law had been committed by the 
court. 
Last September, the 
court reversed its position and 
ruled in favor of the election 
control committee. 
This time, Kaneko appealed 
to the Supreme Court. Yester- 
day it sent the case back to the

The construction of the large 
shell-sha No. 2 Exhibition 
Hall and two other giant ex- 
hibition buildings is hailed as 
another important milestone in 
the development of architecture 
in this country. 

The 53-year-old architect, 
whose latest achievements. in- 
clude the ultramodern Metro- 
politan Indoor Swimming Pool 
at Sendagava, said it has been 
his dream to design a trade fair 
site with permanent exhibition 
buildings comparable with any 
of their kind in the world. 

Answer 

Murata undertook the plan- 
ning of the layout of the first 
and second Tokyo International 
Trade Fairs held in 1955 and 
1957. Later in 1957 he conduct- 
ed an inspection tour of Europe 
visiting famous trade fair sites 
on the continent in preparation 
for the construction of perma- 
nent, full-scale exhibition halls 
at Harumi. 

When he was assigned to de- 
sign the first three permanent 
buildings for the Tokyo fair in 
late January last year, Murata 
asked the cooperation of three 
leading structural engineers of 
Japan, Fugaku Yokoyama, Prof. 
Yoshikatsu Tsuboi and Haruhito 
Narita. He entrusted them with 
the structural designing of the 
three bulldings on a basic plan 
he drew. 

The director of the firm of 
Masachika Murata, Architect 
and Associates, said the semi- 
spherical structure was a logi- 
cal answer to the requirements 
presented by trade fair officials 


where heavy industrial machin- 
ery will be displayed—that it 
should have a high ceiling, large 
floor space, no pillars and cap- 
able of being used for other 
purposes in addition to display- 
ing exhibits. 

Prof. Yoshikatsu Tsuboi of 
Tsuboi Laboratory, Nihon Uni- 
versity, leading structural en- 
gineer on shell-shaped buildings 
in.

The dome-capped building, 
100 meters in diameter, 
meters to the top of the dome 
and covering a total floor space 
of 10,798.3 square meters, is the 
largest of its kind ever built in 
Japan.

The zenith of the dome cover- 
ing a circle 13 meters in diam- 
eter is made of a two-piece 
lid which is opened by electric 
power.

Selling Players | 
‘Like Cattle’ Hit 


LONDON (AP)—The father 
of the fabulous Charles Broth- 
ers thinks it is about time some- 
thing was done to stop soccer’s 
big bosses selling players “like 

a farmer sells his cattle.” 

The two sons of Ned Charles 
—John and Mel—have been 
transferred for a total of about 
£108,000 ($302,400). 

John, center half or center 
forward, went to Italy’s Juven- 
tus team from Leeds United for 
a reported £65,000 ($182,000). 
Mel, center half or inside for- 
ward, has joined Arsenal from 
Swansea Town for about £45,- 
000 ($126,000). 

“Big transfers like these 
should be stopped,” Father Ned 
Charlies said. “The soccer 
bosses sell players as a farmer 
would at a cattle market—but 
the profits are bigger.” 

In Britain clubs agree on a 
transfer fee, but the player has 
the last word on whether he 
wants to move. The most a 
oy te? can get from a transfer 

£300 ($840) no matter what 
the transfer fee. That is a new 
rule. Previously the most a 
player could collect was £10 
($28). 

Charles senior made his com- 
ments after month-long negotia- 
tions for the transfer on Mel 
Charles from Swansea Town. 
Tottenham Hotspur, Chelsea, 


Newcastle United and Arsenal 
were. among the teams who bid 
against each other for Mel's 
signature. 


John Charles collected about 
£10,000 ($28,000) from his 
transfer deal. There is no limit 
on how much a player gets in 
deals between British over- 
seas’ clubs. 


Arsenal paid about £40,000 
($112,000) and included two 
young players in the deal. The 
value of the young players 
boosted the transfer fee to about 
£45,000—the record fee be- 
tween British clubs paid by 
Manchester United to Sheffield 
Wednesday for inside forward 
Albert Quixall’s transfer last 
September.

COD Plan 
A new arrangement with the 
Government now 


makes it possible to air freight 
goods c.o.d. between the United 
States and Japan, according to 
Northwest Airlines. Northwest, 
which flies between the two 
countries, says it expects the 
new COD arrangement to stim- 
ulate trade. Worked out by the 
Japanese Finance Ministry, 
Bank of Japan, Northwest and 
other carriers serving Japan, 
the agreement simplifies order- 
ing and shipping in this manner: 
An importer in the United 
States or in any country having 
currency agreements with the 
Japanese will order the goods 
from Japan to be shipped to 
him on a COD basis. The Japa- 
nese exporter then assigns the 
airline responsible for collection; 
airline collects upon delivery at 
destination, remits U.S. dollars 
to shipper in Japan. Basically, 
an easing of Japanese monetary 
controls permitted this agree- 
ment, Imports into Japan are 
to be handled on a similar basis. 
Previously, according to North- 
west, it had been necessary for 
@ shipper to establish a letter 
of credit, often entailing time- 
consuming bank negotiations, 
then ship on a letter of credit, 
not a COD basis. This, said 
the airline, tended to discourage 
small shippers from operating 
on other than a prepay basis.

Silicon Monocrystals 


Silicon monocrystals with an 
unusually low impurity rate of 
six-10,000 millionth has been 
produced by the Tokai Electric 
Cathode Co., Ltd. Until now, Ja- 
pan has not been able to pro. 
duce high purity silicon mono- 
crystals and has had to depend 
on America’s Du Pont and 
Eagle-Pitcher companies for 
much ‘of its silicon monocrystal 
supply. Uses for silicon monocry- 
stals are expanding at a quick 
pace in the realm of electrical 
appliances as constituting valu- 
able material for high-efficiency 
rectifiers. The silicon newly pro- 
duced by the Tokai Electric 
Cathode Co. is guaranteed a 
minimum of 500 ohm centimet- 
ers against electrical resistance 
as against the guarantee margin 
of 300 ohm centimeters for im- 
ported products. The successful 
production of highly pure 
silicon in Japan was expected 
to spark off delicate repercus- 
sions on current moves for 
technical cooperation between 
Japan’s major electrical ma- 
chine makers and US. silicon 
producers. The Tokai Electric 
Cathode Co. will start producing 
two to three kilograms of silicon 

tals a month from May 
and raise the monthly produc- 
tion to around 50 kilograms 
from next year. The method of 
producing the silicon is a guard- 
ed secret of the company, but 
the prevailing assumption 
that it is made by distilling the 
silicon tetrachloride that is 
formed when making titanic 
metal and reducing it with 
hydrogen. 


Industrial Survey 


The machine and tool industry 
is planning to send an indus- 
trial survey mission to West 
Germany, France, Italy and 
Switzerland, close on the heels 
of another market survey mis- 
sion to Southeast Asia and the 
Near and Middle East.

NEW YORK (AP)—The stock 
market underwent its second 
straight weekly decline as a 
mood prevailed on 
Wall Street last week. 


The fall in prices, however, 
was deemphasized by very 
light volume, 


The fourday trading week, 
shortened by the Good Friday 
market holiday, generated turn- 
over of only 12,876,510 shares. 
The last comparable week, 
shortened by the Washington's 
birthday observance, had a vol- 
ume of 16,335,230. 


On the basis of average daily 
trading, last week's average of 
3,219,127 was the lightest since 
the week ended Feb. 14 when 


the average day’s volume was 
2,958,538 shares, 


The small turnover came in 
sharp. contrast with the three 
prior weeks when transactions 
were at the heaviest rate since 
last October. It contrasted, too, 
with unusually big volume of 
11,417,590 shares on the Amer- 
ican stock exchange. 


The business and economic 
news remained quite good over- 
all despite a few mildly dubious 
factors. Wall Street analysts, 
however, were cautious in their 
comments and there was a feel- 
ing that the tremendous ad- 
vance in some “growth” stocks 
was due for a rest period. 
Brokers also reported hesitancy 
over what possible restrictions 
on margin accounts may be 
forthcoming early in April 
from the Federal Reserve 
Board. In addition, the three- 
day Easter weekend provided a 
normal reason for traders not 
to get too deeply committed. 

The week began with a sharp 
decline on Monday followed by 
a weak recovery on Tuesday. 
Prices were irregularly lower 
Wednesday. A late rally rescu- 
ed the Thursday session from a 
moderate decline. 

Chartists said the market may 
have to “test” the 590-600 sup- 
port zone of the Dow-Jones in- 
dustrial average. This average 
closed the week at 606.58. 

The Associated Press average 
of 60 stocks fell $2.10 to $221.70 
for its biggest weekly loss since 
the week ended Feb. 7 when it 
dropped $3.30.

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Tibetan Tragedy 
Communist China is now blaming India for what is 
obviously nothing more than deep concern in the recent 


happenings in Tibet. 


Considering all the present-day circumstances of the 
case and the long history of the neighborly connection 
between India and Tibet, it is only natural that the Indian 
people should fel profoundly interested in the fate of 


the mountain country. 
It may perhaps also be 


pointed out to Peiping that 


the rest of mankind is also interested in the future of 
Tibet and that any attempt to destroy the Tibetan people 
will be regarded with horror and disgust throughout the 


world. 


The cruel subjugation of Hungary and the destruc- 
tion of Hungarian liberties by Soviet Russia were perhaps 
believed in Moscow to-be necessary for the purpose of 
erecting a Western bulwark for its own defense, but 
Peiping can hardly urge that it was necessary for it to 
interfere in Tibetan affairs to the extent of sending a 
Communist army into Tibet and attempting to undermine 
the country’s ‘traditional manner of life. 

The population of the country is probably not more 
than a million and a half, and many of the inhabitants 
are engaged in a religious profession, so it cannot be seri- 
ously maintained that they constitute any menace to Red 
China- with its 600 million. people and large armaments. 

Nor is there any country bordering on Tibet that con- 
stitutes a threat to China and that would be inclined to 
use Tibet as a jumping-off ground from which to attack 


the Peiping regime. 


Soviet Russia is a near neighbor, of 


course, but the only other country close to Tibet, apart 


from China, is India. 


India has consistently striven for good relations with 
Red China ever since she achieved independence from 
British rule. She watched Peiping’s tightening grip on 
Tibet with a feeling of its needlessness for some years but 
agreed to fall in with Red Chinese wishes so far as she 
was affected. An Indian mission, established in Lhasa in 
1936, was redesignated a consulate general in 1952, although 
three Indian trade agents were retained at Gyantse, Yatung 
and Gartok respectively. A Sino-Indian agreement on trade 
and intercourse between Tibet and India was signed in 
Peiping in the spring of 1954, which provided for the con- 
tinuance of the customary trade between Tibet and India, 
and for pilgrimages to certain sacred places. Early in 
1955, the Government of India handed over its rest houses 
and pest and telegraph services in Tibet to the Peiping 


authorities. 


It might have been thought that these concessions 
would have evoked a friendly spirit in Peiping toward 
India, but this does not seem to be wholly the case, and 
India has had to complain of some unpleasantness, includ- 
ing the publication of Chinese maps showing Indian ter- 


ritory marked as Chinese. 


Now comes the allegation that Kalimpong, a market 
town near Darjeeling and in Indian territory, is the head- 


quarters of a Tibetan movement against Red China.

town of Kalimpong has for many years been regarded as 
the link. between Tibet and the Western world—India being 
considered as part of the Western world for this purpose—

It does not seem likely that the Tibetans will be able 

to resist for long the overwhelming forces that the Peiping

Tibet is known to possess considerable mineral re- 
sources, and the Reds are supposed to have harbored some 
idea of replacing the native inhabitants with more amena- 


ble Chinese immigrants, but 


the inhospitable climate and 


the difficult geographical features of the country are hardly 
appropriate to such ideas. The world—or at least the non- 
Communist part of it—will hope that this small but inter- 
esting nation will be spared from genocide. 


Farms as Corporations 


Gov't Squelches Recent Moves to Reverse Postwar Land Reform 


Moves to reverse the postwar 
farmland reform, conducted on 
the basis of the principle that 
“only one who plows can own 
a farm,” are becoming evident. 

The campaign is being pushed 
in the form of “agricultural 
corporations” mushrooming in 
the fruit-producing areas in 
western Japan, drives of former 
landowners to regain their lost 
property and conversion of 
farmland into residential land. 

The Government last week 
took steps to preserve the prin- 
ciples of the existing Farm Land 
Law and thereby to clamp down 
on such antifarmiand reform 
moves. 

It must be remembered, how- 
ever, these moves include, be- 
sides those with reactionary and 
selfish purposes, such as tax eva- 
sions, those necessitated by in- 
consistencies of Japanese agri- 
cultural management and over- 
production in the past four 
years. 

The trend toward agricultural 
management on a corporation 
basis is, in particular, supported 
by a good number of Liberal 
Democrats and agricultural ex- 
perts. It seems suited to solv- 
ing the vicious problem of poor 
farmland and low productivity. 

There has been in Japan a 
trend to set up corporations for 
dairy farming and sericulture 
which are not agricultural in 
the true sense of the term. The 
present article does not concern 


‘such forms of agriculture.

Tohata, professor of Tokyo 
University, believe that: 

(1) Poor land holdings total- 
ing only 9,000 square meters per 
household and low per capita 
productivity has been a major 
stumbling-block to the modernt- 
gation of the nation’s agricul- 
ture. The latest trend toward 
formation of agricultural cor- 
porations, although their origi- 
nal aim is to evade taxes, will 
help modernize agriculture by 
preventing further division of 
farmland. 

(2) The taxation law, too, is 
unfair to farmers, who are not 
allowed to form corporations 
as in the case of retail mer- 
chants, no matter on how smail 
a scale they operate. The fun- 
damental problem in today’s 
taxation system is that indivi- 
dual business operators are 
taxed more heavily than busi- 
ness corporations. 

(3) In the US, farmers are 
more and more being organized 
into corporations, even being 
encouraged by some circles. 

Argument Against 

Against the above views Gov- 
ernment authorities and agri- 
culture experts who favor the 
ownerfarmer system argue as 
follows: 


(1) Under the Farm Land Law 
in force, the individual owner 
of the land should retain the 
right to use his land. If a cor- 
poration owns the land, the 
farmer would retain only the 
ownership as a member of the 
corporation while his land may

its origin in an attempt by a 
fruit-raising family in Tottori 
Prefecture to prevent division of 
bequeathed land in 1952. The 
members of the family inherit- 
ing the land from their parents 
hit upon a plan to set up a joint 
stock company for this purpose. 
Set Up Companies 

Farmers who were cultivating 
their orchards under the name 
of business firm directors dis- 
covered that taxes, which had 
been a source of headache to 
them, had been cut to about one- 
third of the previous levies. 
Other farmers in the vicinity, 
learning about such reduction of 
taxes, followed suit in register- 
ing their farms. However, it 
was not until a total of 102 farm- 
ers’ households in the man- 
darin orange-producing district 
of Tokushima Prefecture appli- 
ed for such a form of farm man- 
agement in the following year 


that public attention came to be J@nd 


focused on this trend. 

According to a Tax Admini- 
stration Agency checkup, a total 
of 628 corporations were es- 
tablished at various agricultural 
communities In the country by 
the end of last year, and the 
number is increasing. 

Various sections of the Gov- 
ernment raised an objection. 
The Agriculture-Forestry Minis- 
try declared that possession of 
farmlands by corporations vio- 
lated the Farm Land Law, while 
the Tax Administration Agency 
contended it could not levy a 
corporation tax on such firms 
because their income, according 
to the agency's view, should be 
regarded as personal income. 

Such an attitude on the part 
of Government agencies caused 
much talk for and against the 
“agricultural corporations.” 
Those supporting such a system, 
including the National Chamber 
of Agriculture and Dr. Seiichi

Foreign Exchange Budget 

The Government has adopted 
its foreign currency budget for 
the first half of fiscal 1959-60. 
Of the total of $2,398 million set 
for this period $1,941 million is 


for importing goods—a $184 
million increase over the sec 
ond half of the current fiscal 
vear. It is regrettable that the 
Government failed to show in 
the adopted budget greater ef- 
forts to Mberalize trade and for- 
eign exchange. But the Cabinet 
apparently felt the need to 
iiberalize trade and foreign ex- 
change as is evident in the in- 
crease in items to be imported 
under the automatic approval 
system.—Nihon Keizai bua 


The foreign exchange budget 
adopted by the Government 
Monday for the first half of fis- 
cal 1959-60 is disappointing to 
those Who looked for more dras- 
tic measures to liberalize trade 
and foreign exchange. It is true 
that the budget will be sufficient 
to counter any increase in im- 
port of materials for such indus- 
tries as steel, nonferrous metals 
and textiles. However, items in- 
creased for import on the auto- 
matie approval system are not 
considered vital materials. With 
the nation’s foreign currency 
reserves now amounting to 
nearly $950 million, the Govern- 
ment should have taken more 
radical measures to liberalize 
trade and foreign exchange in 
order to meet the West Euro 
pean liberalized trade policy.— 
Mainichi Shimbun 


Fishery Talks 

The Soviet side’s second pro- 
posal is hoped to pave the way 
for a satisfactory conclusion of 
the Japan-Russia fishery negoti- 
ations now under way in Tokyo. 
In the second bid, the Soviet 
Union has proposed to double 
the fishing area for Japan's sal- 
mon fishing in northern waters. 
And Russia has also pro 
to ease restrictions on the fish- 
ing season. It is impossible to 
say that the second Russian bid 
denies Japan its offshore fishing. 
It is, therefore, hoped that the 
Japanese side is urged to make 
efforts to reach compromise on 
the basis of the second Soviet 
plan. At any rate, the negotia- 
tors should reach early agree- 
ment through mutual conces- 
sions —Hokkaido Shimbun (Sap- 
poro) * 


Woman Workers 

It is a worldwide postwar 
trend that more women are 
seeking employment. In Japan 
such women numbered 3,290,000 
in 1948 and today they total 6,- 
100,000 or about 30 per cent of 
the nation’s working force. It 
may be pointed out that there 
are moves in Japan to oppose 
women working in competition 
with men. According to some 
company management, married 
women are not welcome “be- 
cause of their low efficiency.” 
In order to compéte with men 
women workers should develop 
greater sii and efficiency.— 
Nishi Nippon Shimbun (Fuku- 
oka) 


Labor Markets 

A great number of boys and 
giris graduating from middie 
and high schools in the Tohoku 
district have come to Tokyo 
this year as usual to fulfill terms 
of contracts signed with busi- 
ness firms on a so-called “mass 
employment” basis. This sys- 
tem was adopted five years ago 
and the “mass employment” 
system has served as a means 
of recruiting workers from 
among country boys and girls. 
It is hoped that employers, most- 
ly small enterprise operators, 
will improve health facilities 
and working conditions for 
them. It is further hoped that 
employers will treat them well 
so that they could become skill

Medical Care System

Difference in Views 


A difference of views existed 
between the Agriculture-Fores- 
try Ministry and the National 
Tax Administration Agency on 
how the agricultural corpora- 
tions already in existence should 
be handled. Liberal-Democratic 
Diet members with agriculture 
and forestry connections also 
became involved. 


The feud was eventually set- 
tled with the understanding 
that individual corporations 
should be taxed according to 
individual conditions. 


With this policy confirmed 
by the Diet on March 17, the 
Government stands unified in 
backing the Farm Land Law. 

However, it does not mean 


the question has been settled, 

Agriculture - Forestry Minis- 
ter Kunio Miura has stated in 
the Diet that a “family group 
system,” patterned after the 
Swiss system and authorizing 
the establishment of special 
juridical persons on a family 
unit which would place the 
property rights under the joint 
ownership of the family mem- 
bers is now under study by his 
ministry. 

The chief aim of this system 
would be to prevent the split- 
ting of farm management into 
small units within frame of the 
Farm Land Law. 


For Amendment 


A movement is also going on 
within the Liberal-Democratic 
Party to amend the Farm Land 
Law and recognize only those 
agricultural corporations which 
conform to the basic policy of 
having the farmers own the 
land they cultivate. 


The existing farm land system 
has also prompted a roll-back 
attack of the former landown- 
ers who were forced to give up 
their land in the sweeping land 
reform program which was var- 
ried out immediately after the 
end of World War II under the 
Allied Occupation. 


The counteroffensive by the 
landowners, who claim the 
Farm Land Law is an Occupa- 
tion-bred ruling, began in 1957 
in Kagawa Prefecturé. 


In a concerted drive, land- 
owners swamped the local agri- 
cultural commissions with ap- 
plications for scrapping a total 
of 5,000 farm rent contracts 
with their tenant farmers. Some 
used force in an attempt to 
carry out their objectives. 

Firm rejection by the Agricul- 
ture-Forestry Ministry tentative- 
ly foiled this movement to take 
away land.from the _ tenant 
farmers. 


Partial Results 


However, the next campaign 
of the landowners to make the 
State compensate them for their 
expropriated land bore partial 
fruit. A bill is now pending 
before the Diet to establish 
within the Cabinet a council 
for studying the problems re- 
lated to deprived land. 


The Government says the 
purpose of this council would 
be to consider appropriate meas- 
ures for relaxing the social and 
economic plight of some of the 
former landowners who were 
impoverished after the land re- 
form program—not to pave the 
way for State compensation to 
the former landowners. 


Passage of this bill will at 
least have the effect of boosting 
the morale of the former land- 
owners whose voices were for- 
merly seldom raised loud enough 
to be heard. 


Last week, the Agriculture. 
Forestry Ministry directed its 
field organs in the prefectures 
throughout Japan to strive for 
thorough enforcement of the 
Farm Land Law. This could 
be taken as indication the for- 
mer landowners were stepping 
up their open and behind-the- 
scenes offensive. 


Judge Date’s Verdict 


Outline of the verdict handed 
down by Tokyo District Court 
Judge Akio Date yesterday ac- 
quitting seven defendants of the 
Sunakawa case. 


Article 9 of the Japanese Con- 
stitution prohibits war for self- 
defense and possession of war 
potential for the same purpose, 
not to mention war of 
sion. 
on the determination of the peo- 
ple of Japan, and accordingly, 
the interpretation of the war- 
banning provision should not be 
limited to a mere facial under- 
standing of words or be infiu- 
enced by political insistence 
that the stationing of U.S. forces 
in Japan is aimed at preventing 
a “military vacuum” in this 
country. ‘ 

The U.S. Security F6rces in 
Japan, according to Article 1 of 
the Japan-U.S. Security Treaty, 
can be deployed to areas outside 
Japan when the United States 
considers such an action is 
necessary not only for the de 
fense of this country but also 
for the maintenance of world 
peace and security. This leaves 
a ‘possibility of Japan becom- 
ing involved in armed conflicts 
which have nothing directly to 
do with Japan. Because 
such a possibility, the question 
arises as to whether the Japa- 
nese Government has violated 
the spirit of the Constitution in 
allowing the United States to 
station its troops in this coun- 
try. Thus, it can be assumed 
that the stationing of US. forces 
n Japan for Japan’s self-defense 
conflicts with the provision of 
Paragraph 2 of Article 9 of the 
Constitution which bans the 
possession of ground, sea and 
air forces and any other war 
potential and that the US. 
Security Forces cannot stay in 
Japan under the Constitution. 

Thus, apart from the inter- 
national effects of the Japan- 
US. Security Treaty and the 
Administrative Agreement im- 
plementing it, the stationing of 
US. Security Forces violates 
Paragraph 2 of Article 9 of the 
Constitution and, consequently, 
Article 2 of the Special Criminal! 
Law goes counter to Article 31 
of the Constitution which pro- 
vides that no one will be arrest- 
ed without duly established 


procedures. Thus, charges 
against the defendants do not 
stand up in court. 

Article 2 of the Special 
Criminal Law imposes a prison 
sentence not more than a year 
or a fine not exceeding ¥2,000 
on anyone trespassing on U-.5. 
military bases and this is for 
the maintenance of peace and 
order. in these bases. The 
Minor Crimes Law, which is 2 
criminal code for genera: 
offenses, stipulates only simple 
detention and fines for those 
violating Item 32 of Article 1: of 
the law. The difference be- 
tween the two, it is understood, 
stems from the contention that 
peace in a military base should 
be better protected than peace 
of the general masses. 


If, therefore, the stationing of 
US. Security Forces should be 
condemned in the light of the 
Constitution, Article 2 of the 
Special Criminal Code would be 
am outrageous provision im- 
posing punishments heavier 
than those stipulated in the 
Minor Crimes Law on the peo- 
ple without fair and just 
reasons. Thus, Article 2 of the 
Special Criminal Law would be 
violating Article 31 of the Con- 
stitution.

Dr. Akio Date a sen- 
sational verdict onday that 
thie stationing of U.S. forces on 
Japanese soil constitutes a vio- 
lation of the Constitution. The 
chief judge ruled that the seven 
defendants in the Sunakawa 
Case were net guilty of violat- 
ing the Special 
Criminal Law. 
He said this law 
gives speciai 
protection to the 
garrison forces 
over what is ac- 
corded the Japa- 
nese people. 

The seven had 
been indicted on 
the charge of 
breaking down a 
the fence and Date 
entering the American base in 
Sunakawa on the western out- 
skirts of Tokyo in 1957. 

Far from being a person of 
the austere judge type, Date 
calls a spade a spade, and he 
even does not caution spectators 
whispering in the courtroom, as 
do most other judges. 

“I don't think keeping strict 
order in court is the only way 
to protect the dignity of jus- 
tice,” said the 50-year-old fudge. 

It is with this unswerving 
conviction that Date handed a 
member of the notorious Ando 
Gumi gang a heavy eight-year 
sentence last year as well as 
passed the nonguilty verdict to 
the Sunakawa Case defendants. 

The veteran judge bluntly 
said: “By no stretch of interpre- 
tation, can the conclusion be 
drawn that Article 9 of the Con- 
stitution allows this country to 
possess armed forces for self- 
defense.” Constitutional inter- 
pretation should not be left at 
the disposal of politics, he em- 
phasized. 

“This is the only conclusion 
that we can make in the light 
of the present supreme law, 
whether we are in favor of or 
against Japan’s rearming,” Dr. 
Date added. 

Since his graduation from 
Kyoto University in 1932, Dr. 
Dat: has served as a judge and 
a court investigator. He is one 
of .he few judges holding a 
doctorate in law. 

Hailing from Oita Prefecture, 
Date has a son and two daugh- 
ters.

Temples, Stupas in South Asia Living Symbols

Scattered throughout South 
Asia in Nepal, India, Ceylon, 
Indonesia and Cambodia are 
ancient . Buddhist civilizations 
whose temples, pagodas and 
stupas, stand as a living sym- 
bol to Gautama Buddha born in 
Nepal 2,500 years ago. 


Nepal / 

In the Himalayan Kingdom 
of Nepal stand great images of 
the Buddha carved in eternai 
stone alongside innumerable 
gods of Hindu mythology and 
religion. This mingling of Bud- 
dhist and Hindu cultures 
coupled with local superstitions 
blend in a. strange mixture. 

Swayambhonath, the most 
impressive Buddhist temple in 
‘Nepal, believed to be over 2,000 
years old is situated on the top 
of a hill with a staircase of 380 
steps leading up to it, and com- 
manding a view of the Newar 
Valley and the capital, Kat- 
mandu. 

Near Boudhan, at the biggest 
Nepalese temple supposed 
have been built by 
saw interesting Buddhist life 
wheel tapestries, and many 
Tibetans walking around spin- 
ning their praver wheels; also 
a. a nearby brook were water 
driven prayer wheels dispens- 
ing automatic merit for salva 
tion. This sounds like child’s 
piuay but most of these people’s 
observances were sincere, rather 
than ostentatious, although 
they appeared to many to be 
somewhat whimsical. 

Ask any ill-informed person 
for his impressions of Bud- 
dhism and he will at once 
enumerate for you some such 
observances which are merely 
aids to worship rather than the 
faith itself, which shows how 
wrong we can be about one of 
the great religions of the world. 

The fantastic architecture of 
Nepal is not confined merely to 
a few “show piece” buildings 
but it can also be seen in - 
vate houses all over town. Most 
temples are guarded by grotes- 
que dragons placed conspicuous- 
ly at the main entrance. There 
even seems to be a human ur 
dercurrent which appears from 
time to time, such as the sen- 
tinal dragons with the mid-rift 
encircled by modern “Gurks” 
type ammunition belts. The

At Sarnath near Benares 
where the Great Buddha, the 
“Light of Asia,” introduced his

stands Molang and Nakuti 
Vihar, Temple of recent origin, 
but beautifully decorated with 
murals by a Japanese artist. 

Near Bombay and only 50 
kilometers from Jalgaon is the 
world-famous rockcut picture 
gallery, the 29 Ajanta caves 
hewn out of solid rock from the 
2nd century B.C. to the 7th cen- 
tury A.D. These caves, which 
are unique in the history of art, 
contain beautiful sculptures and 
some of the caves are adorned 
with excellent frescoes. This 
great artistic achievement blends 
as a rare symphony of architec 
ture, sculpture and painting.

Yet only 45 kilo 
meters from Djokdjakarta in the 
interior of Java lies Borobudur, 


one of isms great monu- 
ments. 
Borobudur is shaped on 


unique Ifnes; from a distance it 
appears to be an astounding 
jumble of towers and domes, 
but as we approach this temple 
we see that the basic design is 
symmetrical. 


Ascending tiers are rimmed 
with niches of seated Buddha 
statues and various projections. 
The three top tiers are round, 
encircled by bell-shaped struc- 
tures, each housing an image 
of the seated Buddha, seen 
through a checkerwork stone 
pattern. The whole temple 
conceivabl” be a fantastic layer 
com by a mad men 
baker. , 

The structural design is func- 
tional, as it houses and shows 
off to best advantage the hun- 
dreds of sculptured panels. An 
investigation of these comple 
ments the Buddhist art at the 
Ajanta caves in India and Polon- 
narua, Ceylon which leads to a 
rule of thumb system of clas- 
sification according to moral im- 
plication of subject matter: 


1. Scenes directly depicting 
the Great Teacher radiating 
spiritual light or accepting trib- 
ute from grateful followers (of- 
ten these scenes feature cheru- 
bic figures hovering overhead). 

2. Scenes with a negative 
import, such as strife, ferocious 
endeavor, dancing, intrigue, 
court life, ete. Into the latter 
category fall the erotic couples 
and sensual women of the 
Ajanta caves. 

Everywhere on the walls of 
Borobudur, these two themes 
clash and contrast, overshadow- 
ed by statues of an unperturb- 


,ed, ecstatically serene Buddha, 


the saint, the master, the savi- 
our. 

To arrive at some conceptions 
of Borobudur’s pristine gran- 
deur, the imagination must strip 
off the centuries’ accumulation 
of black mold and dilapidation, 
The impact then becomes con- 
siderable. 

Some subjects of tht carvings: 
Buddha under the Bo tree 
surrounded by disciples; Bud- 
dha prostrate with mourners 
meditating in solitude, etc: a 
battle scene. 


Cambodia 


In the heart of Cambodia near 
Siem Reap, 320 kilometers from | 
Pnompenh spread over an 
area of some 160 square miles 
in dense jungle lies Ankor, the 
esthetic epitome of Buddhist art 
and architecture. 

Seeing Ankor for one of my 
generation was a experi- 
er.ce. I first saw it at am hour 
when its majestic beauty was 
at its peak at dusk when its 
impressive immensity was illu- 
minated by the red shafts of 
light from the setting sun. The 
towers of the main temple, 
Ankor Wat reflected the fiery 
anger of the sky, and the gigan- 
tic scrutinizing figures of the 
Buddha were seen rising from 
their cwn shadows. I have seb 
dom seen a sight that moved 
me more. - 

I saw in Ankor a symbol that 
was still untarnished, still su- 
premely representative of these 
things the Buddha promulgated 
in building civilizations to 
whicn most of Asia is still heir. 

Of ell the sensations that I 
have ever experienced asa re- 
sult of the proximity of archi- 
tecture and nature, the most 
— ee ee ee 
ng w le from 
the shade of the jungle to cross 
a moat and found myself at the 
gateway to an entrancing struc- 
ture, Ankor Wat. 

The surrounding jungles with 
those vivid colorings that na- 
ture bestowed on this land ail 
but ree some of the 
sma temples, of 
man’s faith In God! the chine. 
ing of the birds, buzzing, and 
crying sounds of this wilderness 
made my spine tingle and made 
for an almost indescribable at- 
mosphere. 

Ankor is the work of a peo- 
ple who directed all their crea- 
tivity and all their resources 
into this one endeavor. The 
Khamers must have, during 
most of their 500-odd-year his- 
tory from the 8th to 13th cen- 
turies A.D. been a nation of 
stone cutters, masons, quarriers, 
and tran . 

All this ene could v 
well have boon “dientpehed tnt 
good living for the upper class- 
es, world conquest and other 
such outlets. But instead it was 
ns on creating a city or cities 

earved stone monuments 
built to outlive the viciasitudes 
of history. 

Ankor’s architectural a l 
is as much intellectual Bay 
tional.
